this charter of liberty may be amplified, but never 
changed by a mere majority of the people, and only 
by the deliberate act of a piurality so preponder- 
ant as to prevent any group-interest from exercis- 
ing ite arbitrary will in violation of the inherent 
“rights and liberties of an otherwise defenseless 
minority; and (7) the establishment of a supreme 
judiciary charged with the duty of seeeing that 
‘the fundamental law’is not violated by any state 
or federal legislation.”
